Donors  of  endowed  scholarships  are  presented  framed  certificates  in  appreciation  and  recognition  is  given  to  all 
donors.  Givers  of  $500  or  more  are  known  as  Key  Participants  and  receive  Visitor  Status  at  the  College.  Business 
firms  giving  S200  or  more  are  known  as  Corporate  Participants  and  individuals  giving  $200  or  more  are  College 
Participants  An  annual  gift  of  $100  provides  a  Century  Club  membership  while  an  annual  gift  of  $25  leads  to 
Quarter-Century  Club  membership.  Other  gifts  are  recognized  from  a  Friend  of  the  College  and  suitably 
recognized  All  gifts  to  the  RTC  Foundation  are  tax  deductible

The  Randolph  Technical  College  Foundation  continues  to  realize  its  goal  of  supporting  Randolph  Technical  Col- 
lege s  students.  During  1983  a  total  of  29  students  received  S5.315  in  scholarship  funds.  That  reflects  a  31 ,8%  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  receiving  scholarships  since  1982  and  an  increase  of  47.5%  in  funds  received. 
Commitments  to  endow  scholarships  increased  by  8  bringing  the  total  number  of  donors  to  35  and  the  total  funds 
committed  to  S 1 05.000.  which  is  29,6%  more  than  previous  commitments.  Of  this  amount.  566.704,66  had  been 
received  by  the  end  of  1983,  Donations  were  received  for  5  current  scholarships 

On  October  1 1 .  1983  the  RTC  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  moved  to  enter  a  contract  with  Worrell  Associates 
for  the  conduct  of  a  major  capital  campaign  to  cover  the  costs  in  excess  of  state  funds  for  the  Associate  Degree  Nur- 
sing program.  The  College  secured  funding  to  start  the  program  which  was  planned  in  response  to  the  community's 
need  for  more  Registered  Nurses  Several  factors  unique  to  the  ADN  program  make  sustained  funds  to  provide 
future  operating  revenues  a  necessity  The  Board  of  Directors  accepted  the  challenge  of  raising  S500.000  in  three- 
year  pledges,  believing  that  the  need  for  adequate  nursing  help  and  Randolph  County's  history  of  support  of  its 
medical  institutions  will  make  this  goal  a  reality.  By  the  end  of  1 983.  the  capital  campaign  was  planned  and  organiz- 
ed with  Mr  Sam  Cranford.  Jr,  accepting  leadership  in  the  role  of  Chairman  of  the  Campaign  Cabinet  along  with  Mr 
Archie  L.  Smith.  Sr  serving  as  Campaign  General  Chairman.  Mrs.  Alice  Hammond  chairing  the  Special  Division.  Mr. 
Eddie  Allen  leading  the  Advance  Division,  and  Mr,  Jack  Lail  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Pacesetter  Division,  The  com- 
pletion of  the  campaign  is  scheduled  for  the  spring  of  1 984,  The  interest  accrued  on  the  corpus  is  e,xpected  to  sus- 
tain the  nursing  program  in  perpetuity.  Prior  to  the  capital  campaign  and  by  the  end  of  1 983.  $  1 2. 1 78, 1 1  had  been 
received  and  another  S24.820  committed  to  the  Foundation  ADN  funds 

The  Union  Carbide  Corporation  sponsored  the  annual  Distinguished  Service  Awards  program  again  in  1983 
Awards  were  given  in  four  categories  to  persons  who  have  distinguished  themselves  through  their  work  at  RTC, 
Nominations  were  made- by  College  employees  The  winners  announced  at  the  1983  graduation  ceremonies  were

Student  of  the  Year  —  Jackie  B.  Harris,  Electronics  Engineering 

During  1983.  the  faculty  and  staff  of  RTC  continued  to  provide  strong  support  for  the  Foundation's  goals  A 
total  of  S3. 031  was  contributed  to  the  Scholarship  Endowment,  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program,  a  medical 
emergency  fund  for  students,  and  for  other  purposes  by  46  RTC  employees. 

Since  1 979  when  the  RTC  Foundation  was  incorporated,  each  successive  year  has  exceeded  the  previous  year, 
both  in  income  and  in  scholarship  and  award  recipients.
